REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: No prior art of record 
discloses or suggest a process for removing oxygen containing and/or nitrogen-containing 
compounds from a liquid stream containing at least 10% by weight of isobutene by contacting 
the stream with an acid-free zeolite at conditions with the relation of T (temperature), v (linear 
velocity), and I (length of the fixed bed) as claimed. 

The Kallenbach (US 5,427,689) reference discloses a process for removing polar 
compounds (.e.g., oxygenates) from a hydrocarbon stream by utilizing an adsorbent. The 
reference does not teach the relation of T, v, and 1 as claimed.
